Not long ago it was considered a 
risky and frisky thing for a woman to 
Bmoke a cigarette in the seclusion of 
the family 
circle, 
but

brought-up married ladies, without the 
least approach to fastness in behavior, 
smoke their three or four cigarettes a 
day, with the approval of their hus­ 
bands and in the presence of their 
servants, says the Queen. 
The ladies 
in Russian society, one and all, smoke 
cigarettes as a matter of course, in pri­ 
vate and in public. 
At an afternoon 
call in St. Petersburg, at 3 o’clock in 
the day, a Russian lady offers a cigar­ 
ette case and a match box in the most 
natural manner to her visitors, and 
without any demur cigarettes are ac­ 
cepted and smoked. 
In the principal 
Russian hotels the ladies smoke their 
cigarettes after dinner in the presence 
of the assembled company, even to a 
burning end on the point of a pen­ 
knife. In London such a custom would 
not be allowed, 
and a fair

would be at once requested 
not to 
smoke. American ladies appear, from 
all that is said, to be going side by 
side with their English sisters—some 
smoking con amole, others for the fun 
of the thing. Still it is apparent to all 
society that smoking among ladies is 
immensely on the increase. Husbands, 
men friends and even brothers say 
nothing against the practice and, oft­ 
ener than not, encourage it, unless ex­ 
travagant 
indulgence 
is the result; 
then they put a limit to the number 
of cigarettes to be smoked by the wife 
during the day, if she has not suffi­ 
cient strength of mind to do so for her­ 
self; and, indeed, most lady smokers 
make a point of limiting themselves to 
three cigarettes a day on an average.

Ala ml n il rn Was 
First 
Produced 
Neap 
Pittsburg In I XKO. 
Aluminum, the youngest of all met­ 
als, is rapidly coming into general use. 
It was discovered by Frederick Wohler, 
a German professor, in 1827, but to St. 
Clair Deville, a Frenchman, belongs 
| the honor of being the founder of the 
aluminum industry. 
The first article 
made of this metal was in compliment 
to Louis Napoleon, who had helped De­ 
ville—a baby rattle for the infant 
prince imperial. In 1855, wrhen the first 
aluminum company wras formed, the 
cost of a pound of the metal was about 
$200. In 1889 Charles M. Hall, of Ober­ 
lin, O., patented an electrolytic process. 
He, with a few of his friends, then 
■started a small plant on the bank of 
the Allegheny river, eighteen 
miles 
above Pittsburg. 
The first year the 
company produced 75 pounds of alumi­ 
num a day, which was sold for $4.50 a 
pound. In 1895 a company built a large 
plant at Niagara Falls, and this year 
t is building additional works. When 
these are completed they will have an 
output of 11,000 pounds daily. This will 
put the United States in front as the 
argent aluminum-producing country in 
the world. Aluminum weight is about 
third that of iron, and only steel of 
the highest quality and the best alumi­ 
num bronze will give a greater strength 
for a given weight than aluminum. It 
stands high in the list of malleable 
metals, and can be drawn into wfire 
1-250 of an inch in thickness. It is an 
excellent conductor of electricity, and 
would, at 20 cents a pound, take the 
place of copper for all electrical pur­ 
poses. 
In shipbuilding, where light­ 
ness is demanded, aluminum meets ev­ 
ery requirement. 
Corrosion and gal­ 
vanic action are easily overcome by 
properly painting the part subject to 
the action of the water and by using 
aluminum rivets. France and Germany 
have several torpedo boats made of 
aluminum, and pleasure yachts every 
year are being constructed of this 
metal.—New York Sun.

Bays the New York Recorder. The very 
phrases, “woman question,” “women’s 
sphere,” show' how cunningly this fal­ 
lacy creeps into all discussions. 
One 
never hears of a man’s question. It is 
simply taken for granted that a man 
does w hat he chooses in the world, con­ 
ditioned simply by natural not arti­ 
ficial limitations. Were women treat­ 
ed as individuals and not en masse 
their position w’ould be the same. And, 
what is of the greatest importance, the 
natural differences of sex would show 
themselves as they have never yet had 
a chance of doing. No one will serious­ 
ly attempt to deny that the material 
function constitutes a vast difference 
between men and women, but exactly 
in what this difference consists and 
how far it goes has never yet been as­ 
certained, because the path of women 
has been the most part marked out 
for them and they have had no choice 
but to w'alk therein or forfeit many 
things which women, and men also, 
hold dear. Whenever a woman, driven 
by pressure of her genius, has released 
herself from the trammels which sur- 
roupd her and insisted upon living her 
own life, it is usually asserted either 
that she is a cold-blooded creature, 
without natural affections, or that no 
v.xm.n can really excel in what are 
known as masculine pursuits, because 
her craving to be loved is sure to dom 
inate her. Sonya Kovalevsky, the gift­ 
ed and fiery Russian mathematician, is 
often held up as an example of the lat­ 
ter and true it is that her head and 
heart strove together in often passion­ 
ate strife.
